The crowd milling around on the 
side-walk just west of Sangamon 
Street -was a signal to our driver to 
stop the car. And the squad car 


was'a signal to the crowd to stopr 


talking. 

It was old familiar stuff—Italian 
and Sicilian neighbourhood, alky cook- 
ers, extortion, revenge of fantastic 
European origin, a hundred things, 
all equally as mysterious and im- 
penctrable as the silence of that hud- 
died Thing lying face downward on 
the sidewalk. 

With the beams of our flashlights 
to guide us, the squad leader and IT 
learned ‘over to look. The two’ pis- 
tols lying close by, the wet, sticky 
crimson pool that was spreading 
wider and wider on the sidewalk; the 
absolute inertness of the Thing itself 
told the story. The man was. dead.

of the one. to be avenged.

EVERY MAN. 


(By the Rev. J, N. LEWIS BRYAN) . 


PENO-DAY is Trinity Sunday. 

For many people the Doctrine 
of the Trinity offers oven more dif- 
fieulty thon’ that which concerns 
the Holy Spirit, about Whom we 
were thinking in’ thé nrticly Inst 
peck, 7+ . ‘ 
One of the great Creeds of the 
Church ‘deals with this subject. In 
it we are ‘told that thers are not 
three Goda, ic, Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit, but onv God, and it is 
quite ensy to be impntiont with this 
kind of definition, yet the wise man 
will be slow to.be so. 

Tt iv not nearly so fooliah an it 
sounds, if only beonuse overy hu- 
man being has himeclf three-fold 
personality welded into the unity of 
the individual. 

It takes: renson, will and desire 
to make one whole man. We aro 
compored of body, mind und soul. 
Tf wo are triune ourselves, why not 
God? 

This is only an imperfect annlogy, 
it in true; but may not ‘this trinity 
in, the personality ‘of man be p 
finger-post pointing to tho truth 
nbout God? Then, too, the higher 
we rio in the scnlo of existence, 
the more complex doos personality 
becorne, A man is infinitely tore 
complex then a plant or a horse. 
Why, then, should wo be surprised 
to find that God is more complex 
and mysterious in His Personality 
than we are? 

It has been the policy in these 
articles to Jenve doctrinal argu. 
ments xoyercly one and in better 
lunda; but no wise porson who Jing 
rend any hiatory will wish to « uarrel 
with the Church for having defined 
her faith and stated it in black and 
white.

necurnte information about God and 
see what Ho has to tell us, On a 
point of fact it would take several 
books to do it. : 


Existence Of God . 

At uny rate tho first thing which 
atrikes ono is that Christ simply und 
quietly gestimos God: He _ nover 
argues about His existence, oF 
makes any attempt to prove that 
He is rent, For Him tho existence 
of God is no more an open question 
than His own existence; Ho as- 
sumes Him, in the somo way that 
He ussumes the light and air, per- 

cetly naturally. 


Neither is His knowledge of God 
haimntter of quotation, Ho was just 
supremely conscious of ‘His near. 
neas and aurprised that mon could 
live apparently unaware of It,, Thot 
surprise peoped out, even in His 
childliood, when Ho went’ up to 
Jerusntem for the first time and was 
found in the Templo courts with 
the: learned men. “Did they not 
know,” He asked, ‘that He must 
be about His Father's business?” 

Assuming even (which I do not) 
that He was no more than the 
world’s greatest Spiritual Genius, 
inight not one well hesitate beforo 
rejecting off-hand this cali and as- 
sured *verdict of: His about the 
ranlity of God? We must remem- 
ber that He was in no sense a pro- 
fessional mystiv. A more entirely 
Rane, never and healthy-minded 
individual never walked this carth. 
He wns so entirely normal; und it 
in this fact which gives such 
tretnundous weight to His culm as- 
surance of God, 3 

God is there; it never occured to 
Christ to question it or doubt it. 
Are -we wiser than Ho or bettor able 
to judge?

OILS AND LUBRICATION. 


INTERESTING LECTURE GIVEN AT 
CHINESE Y.M.C.A. | | 


Under the auspices of the Chinese Y.M.C.A., a lecture was 
given on Friday night for the Hong Kong University Enginecring 
Socicty and the Hong Kong Institution of Engineers and Ship- 
bullders, to which also members of the Hong Kong Automobile 
Association were invited. The subject was “Production and re- 
fining of crude oll and discussion on modern methods of oll refin- 
ing, especially of lubricants for automotive purposes.’ 

Discussions were started with illustrated sketches on the 
black-board ‘showing the location of “oll bearing sands” in the 
earth’s crust and the formation of anti-clines. ; : 

About the origin of crude oils various theories were mentioned 
by the lecturer, Mr. N. J. de Geest, the oldest boing the inorganic 
theory, by which petroleum crude js supposed to have been ori- 
ginated duc to high pressure and tempcratures existing in the 
earth’s crust acting on the minerals being present there, by which 
carbon and hydrogen could combine to “hydrocarbons,” which 
are the chief constituents of petroleum crude.

The method of getting together 

thon is formulated into six sim- 
plo maxims. If you note the’ logi- 
cal sequence of the maxims, based 
on the probability of game at the 
various‘ makes, you will find that 
it takes you but s ‘fow minutes to 
comprehend and bid properly all 
kinds of hands, os: 
‘ There is'no method so far dis- 
coveres, and it may be safely pre-

LICE investigation of The 

Scourge’s murder: brought to 
Hght more than a hundred motives, 
and* one guoss was as good os an- 
other. I had my account of it somo 
yours lator frdm tho lips of Jack Me- 
Gurn himaolf. Of ‘course, he related 
his own part in the third person, as 
if the killor had been someone cae, 
but he know that I knew what ho 
meant. And jhe also knew that tho 
date of his “rise”: to infamy was the 
same on which his'stepfather’s mur- 
derer fell to tho street with the top 
of his head blown off. Throughout 
the varioua Italian nelghbourhooda of 
Chicago, young McGurn was hailed as 
a hero. 

No sooner had tho murdor of The 
Scourge been accomplished than Me- 
Gurn’s motive for joining the North 
Side crowd wecame apparent, Ho had 
used tho O’Banion-Welss group mere- 
ly to carry out his Oath of Blood. 
Once The Scourge was dead, he 
promptly deserted Weiss’ ranks and 
resumed his alliance with the Gennas. 
There was no compunction about the 
matter on cither sido. MceGurn had 
killed. The Scourge without inyolving 
the Gennas, and they, on their part, 
were probably much relicved when 

_|the notorious extortionist was carried 
to his grave. The only person dis- 
satisfied was Hymie Woaiss, Ho felt 
he had been tricked by the 22-year-

4! On the night of March 30, 1926, 

a scant six weeks after the murder 
of The Scourge, McGurn  sauntered 

ensually toward his home at 630 

South Morgan Street, taking a short 
cut up the alley from Harrison Street. 

A sudden premonition made him 
look back, and ho-read ominous warn 

Ing in the sudden presence of four 

men at the mouth of the alley. The 

light of o street Inmp glinted on a 

shiny object that swung in the arms 
of the firat man. 

Jack McGurn, unarmed at the mo- 
ment, ran, zigzagging like a Digger 
Indian, His perfect physical condi- 
tion enabled him to travel almost at 
full speed while bent double, although 
he. was weaving from one side of the 
alley to the other. 

A stream of fire tore through tho 
darkness of the narrow thoroughfare, 
and the neighbourhood reverberated 
to the sharp staccato of a muchine- 
gun. 

‘| MeGurn renched the family rooftree 
unharmed, but he looked grimly and 
without his accustomed smile at the 
three gaping holes in his expensive 
hat. : 

Twenty-four houra later, he was 
closeted with Al Capone, thon the new 
chlef of the old Torrio syndicate. The 
doal was soon made, and McGurn en- 
tered upon an intensive course of 
machine ‘gunnery, with Ralph Shel- 
don, now serving.life in San Quen- 
tin, as his instructor. F 

Within'a short time McGurn was 
{in the complete confidence of Capone, 
and he probably took considerable 
pride in his assignment with Sheldon 
on October 11, 1926, when he helped 
to kill his former pal, Hymio Wetss, 
in front of the Holy Name Cathedral. 

Vincent “Schemer” Drucci then 
took charge of the North Siders, but 
he Insted only until April, 1927, when 

he undertook to show Sorgeant Dan 
Healy of the Detective Bureau just 
how tough ho was. Sorgeant Healy 
put ‘ “police: bullet neatly - through

Tho ‘North Sido crowd had been 
sovercly jolted by the long ‘sorics of 
Capone victories in the struggle for 
gang supremacy, and Moran, turnod 
his ingenuity in now directions. 
Within a short timo he had effected 
an alliance with Jack Zuta, a West 
Bide vice lord, and Joo Alello,. a 
Northwest sido grocer who headed an 
alcohol ring similar to‘that of the 
Gennas. : 
BY no sooner was this, coalition 

unctioning than Alello graw 
overly ambitious. He had been lock- 
ing with covetous eyes for some 
time on the huge revenue of tho 
Unione Siciliana, headed” by. Tony 
Lombardo, a close friend of Capone, 
and he proposed to cut himself In. 
He dared not, however, come out 
openly-with such a proposal. So to 
a henchman, “Ashcan Poto” Allo. 
grett!, a speakeasy proprietor, {oll 
the task of bearding the lion, Ash- 
ean Pete, a district collector for tho 
Unione, refused to turn his collec- 
tions over to Lombardo’s representa- 
tive, and the North Sidors sat back 
to see what. would happen. 

The oxpected manifestation was 
the sudden appearance of Jack Me- 
Gurn in tha heart of Alello’s terri- 
tory Jooking for Ashcan Pete. Ho 
wan nowhere to be found, but Me- 
Gurn learned that one Dominick 
Cinderella, a minor hoodlum and 
gunman of the’ Aicllo crowd, know 
where the fugitive was hidden. Bfe- 
Gurn toured the district until ho 
found Cinderella on West Division 
Strect. Before Cinderella could run, 
McGurn jammed ao pistol into his ribs 
and forced him into the automobile. 

Presumably, Cinderella” refused to 
talk, because he was never acen alive 
again. A month later, his body, 
sewn into  gunny sack, was found 
in the Calumet River on Chicago's 
far southern boundary. The man 
had been been cruclly tortured and 
then shot to death. 

McGurn was taken into custody 
for questioning, but ho sald nothing 
and amiled his denials. There was 
no legal evidence against him, 
although we all know he was the 
Killer, and so ho walked to liberty. 

By this time McGurn’s lust for 
human tlhood apparontly had grown 
to be an obseasion. It was only 
three months after the Cinderella 
murder that he undertook a. “job” 
for the owner of an ‘uptown Chicago 
enharer, 

Joe Lewis, nationally known mns- 
ter ‘of ceremonies who had been a 
great drawing card in the place, had 
received a. much better financinl offer 
and had given his hoodlum employer 
notice, Whereupon, on November 8, 
1027, «when ‘Lewin opened: the door 
of his room in the . Commonwealth 
Hotel, he waa confronted by @ tall, 
handsome youth who barked’ a ques- 
tion at him, 

“Golng to sign up back with——7?” 
McGurn named the owner of tho up- 
town carbaret. | 

"} can’t,” said Lowis, “because I’ve 
already ‘signed another contract.” 

Whereupon the youthful caller 
whipped out a razgr and cut the face 
of the entertainer almost to ribbons. 
Facial nerves and muscles were 
severed in a dozen plnecs, and it 
Hppeared almost certain that Lewis’ 
enreer a8 on entertainer was ended, 
if indeed he did not die. 

However, the surgeons did nifracles, 
and after fifteen © months’ ‘torture, 
Lewis regained his health. and re- 
turned to work. His loss’ in surgical 
fees and salary was $60,000.. When 
ho had first been found, ho had gasp- 
ed the name of: McGurn. as:the man 
who had attacked him, but three 
weeks later, after 1 “message” had 
been delivercd, he changed his mind, 
and told the police he did not re- 
cognise his attacker. ~ 

The attack on ‘Lewis, however, was 
merely an interlude in the war rag- 
ing over the revenue of the Unione 
Siciliana. Frank Unsle, the national 
head of the organisation, sent orders 
from New York that Afello was to 
be given “an‘end’ by Lombardo, Al 
Capone promptly replied, informing 
the Now York ex-convict racketeor 
thnt Ke would have to come to Chi- 
cago nnd collect it in-person. Two 
strangers .. thereupon appeared in 
Chicags, _ and ‘when tho Cnpone 
secret service forreted out that their 
nilssion was the murder of Capone

In’ between those various murdors, 
McGurn had assiduously kopt up his 
golf, and he really attained’ high 
standing as. an amateur, shooting o 
sixty-six, In that. connection it 
might bo pointed out that it was ho 
and not his colleaguo, Sam Hunt, who 
originated tho {dea of toting a roady 


d machine-gun in among tho clubs in 


his- bag whother ho was on business 
or pleasuro bont. Thoroin might lie 
the explanation of why, on Juno 28, 
1928, McGurn boarded the Twentieth 
Contury Limited for New York, natty 
in plus fours and. with his golf cluba 
along..
